Mr Holt was kept technically 
alive by artificial means uoril 
September 2 25 when, as a result 
of preumonia, even the artificial 
means .failed and be wus de- 
clared dead. 

Mr Tudor Price went on: 
“ Dr Kells had told the registrar 
and the consultant he had in- 
jected Valium into the vein. 

* The prosecution case is that 
he had not doue so; ir fact he 
had injected a very considerable 


overdose of a fast acting 
anaesthetic drug called nıetho- 
hexitone.” 


Dr Kells must hare known 
he used metbohexitone and that 
meant ie lied in saying he lad . 

used valium Mr Tudor Price 
said. 

“One answer. perhaps, mav 
be thar Dr Kells knew it was ' 
totally improper to hare given 
an intrarenous inriaction of 
methohexitone.” He appearcd to 
kave given a considerable over- 
dose, probably as much as ten 
times the accepted anaesthetic 
dose. 

The hearing continues.

De Gordon Kells, aged 36, of 
Devonshire Mews. Mfarylebone, 
has denied E EN piling 
Mir Leslie Holt, 38° 
September 13, 1979 

Mr David ‘Tudor Price, for 
te prosecution, said: “Mr 
Holt, an antique dealer, of 
Blaenffos, Dyfed, South Wales, 
had gone to Dr Kells to have 
warts removed from this feet. 

The Crown says thar Dr 
Kells, in carrying Out a norm- 
ally simple routine treatment, 
was so‘grossly negligent that he 
killed ‘his patieat ”, he said. 

“ Every one of us, including 
a professional man, is capable 
of making a momentary slip 
which can have disastrous or 
even a fatal result, Bur we say 
this ãs nor a case of a profes. 
sional man making that kind of 
error that cartlessuess can Pro- 
duce.” 

Mr Tudor Price tald the jury 
that Dr XKellss conduct 

“reached such an extreme of 
negligence that it can be cate. 
gorized as criorinal ”, 

Mr Holt bad suffered a heart 
attack ir eirher the July or 
Augusr before his dearh, post 
mortem revealed. 

In September, while he was 
staying in London, he made an 
appoiotment to see Dr Kelis. 

Mr Tudor Price told how an 
arulance crew hid received 
an emergency call from Dr 
Kells’s surgery. 


“The ambulance driver said. 


that when he arrived Mr Kells 
was very upset add panicky and 
Mr Holt was lying on an exami 
natior couck and had ceased to 
breathe.”

The association’s traffic com- 
mittee, chaired Mr Charles 
McLachlan, Chief Constable of 
Nottinghamshire, ordered an

Upholding an. appeal by a 
motorist against a speeding 
conviction at Newport Crown 
Courr, Gwent, Jiùdge Charles 
Pitchford recommended safe- 
guards to be adopted by police 
using radar equipment. Among 
these were that officers should 
zest the site for sources of pos- 
sible radio interference and 
make sure that their owr radios 
were not being used.

Two broad dimensions to 
the Toxteth disrurbances 
should be considered. One is 
the series of riots in other 
parts of the counotry.

That there is an 
imitative and competitive 
aspect in cammuna] disorders

The second dimension to 
the Toxteth disturbances is 
altıogether’ more intriguing, 
and that is the particular 
Liverpool quality, which may 
give us a clue to answer the 
question, why Liverpool and 
not Manchester, Birmingham 
or elsewhere ? 

Liverpool has not enjoyed 
a history free from disorder 
but for mainlv economic 
rather than racial reasons. 

The first cause of the 
traditional Liverpool tumult 
is derived from the Pro- 
testant-Catholic fissure. The 
Irish oroblem was translated 
to Liverpool with the 
thousands of Irish peonle 
who settled there and who 
made up between a quarter 
and a third of the entire 
population of the city, in the 
late nineteenth century.

A national strike which fades 
aff the front pages is normally a 
strike which is well on the way 
to failure.
